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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 46 whereby the limitations of claim 47 is moved into claim 46 presents a claim 46 that 
has not been previously rejected over Biederman. Thus the proposed amendment to claim 46, though, rejectable over Besole, would 
require further search and consideration of claims 55, 57, 58, 60 and 62-69 that are directly and indirectly dependent on claim 46 that would 
be different from the finally rejected claim 46 if the amendment is entered and since proposed amendment to claim 46 removes Biederman 
as art over the proposed amended claim. 

The rejection of claims 48 and 50 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph is maintined because of the non-entry of the amendment. 

The rejection of claim 46 as being anticipated by Besole and Biederman is maintained because the proposed amendment is not entered so 
that applicant's arguments over Besole and Biederman as regards the proposed amended claim 46 is not applicable to the rejection on 
record.
